Information on status of women in employment was pro~ 
vided, through interviews and use of League material, to several organize- 
tions and individuals and to the Afro~vAmerivan newspaper for a series of 
feature articles. We have been requested by Eempton Institute to help place 
some of their industry and trade school graduates and are giving this matter 
attention. We have been able to develop promises of employment for a mumber 
of power electricians and machinists. If these promises bear fruit, a sig- 
nificant step will be made, since, as far as we can Getermine, there are no 
more than half a dozen Negroes employed as full-fledged machinists in the 
State. 


‘Employment There was a total of 209 job applicants, and a total of 104 
referrals. One hundred and fifty three applicants were females 
and 56 were males, 17 of the mles were veterani ghty two referrals were 
for females and 22 were for males, 1 male was a veteran. Nine referrals were 
made for clerical anà salee positions.

279 children to Salaan Temple Shrine Circus, Hay 22nd 
at the Sussex Avene Armory, The Newark Chapt rican Red Cross 
sent its Motor Corps to transport the group. 


Ground work has een laid for the organization of a group of boys in the 
imediate vicinity of the League building. The toys cange in ages from 16 
to 26 years. 


Seven Neighborhood Group meetings were attended during the month, In 
addition to spring cleaning (houses and ueigndorhovds) painting and repair 
work was done on a cooperative basis. Jar owners took neighbors to road-side 
stands to purchase flovers, grass seed and vegetable plants. 


The secretary continued work with the family Uudget committee of the 
Welfare Council, the Central Wards Community Council, the Eighteenth Avenue 
sewing clas ‘also attended the Covernor's Conference on Youth in 
Trenton, met with case workers of the Iron Bound Section and conferred with 
the Newark Traveler's Aid Staff.
